After outlining these proposed actions, suggest you reiterate relevant points 

conveyed in your September 5 and September IB presentations. Advise HfcC that these 

proposals reflect continuing seriousness with which USG, Congress, and American public 

view Cuban shipping problem and importance we attach to making Soviet buildup of Cuba 

difficult/ as possible. State that while we wish to take into account views of other 

NAC members, and therefore have been In SaO^oonsultatlon with them during past month, 

we believe that positive steps now required. To this end, Secretary also discussing 

these proposals orally with CAS Foreign Ministers now meeting in Washington.
